DIRECTIONS  FOR  PYROGRAPHY 

(WOOD  BURNING) 


Fill  the  bottle  about  half  full  of  benziue,  theu  insert  firmly 
the  hard  rubber  stopper  with  metal  nozzle,  connect  rubber 
bellows  and  rubber  tubiug  with  the  stopper,  fill  the  lamp  with 
alcohol,  and  light.  Hold  the  platinum  point  in  the  flame  about  a 
minute,  letting  the  heat  extend  well  up  the  point ;  commence  to 
work  the  rubber  bulb  slowly.  Wheu  the  platinum  point  is  at  a 
red  heat,  remove  from  the  flame,  using  care  to  continue  the 
operation  of  the  bellows,  expeudiug  uo  uiore  strength  tlian  is 
necessary  to  keep  the  point  at  a  red  heat. 

The  point  will  remain  hot  only  so  long  as  the  bellows  is 
operated,  therefore,  whatever  the  right  hand  may  be  doing,  the 
left  hand  must  attend  to  the  bellows. 

Having  to  work  with  two  hands  differently  will  at  first  be  a 
little  awkward  and  the  artist  will  be  tempted  to  engage  the  services 
of  a  "  blower."  This  should  not  be  done,  as  the  first  slight 
awkwardness  will  soon  be  overcome  aud  the  two  hands  will  work 
more  intelligently  together  if  guided  by  the  same  brain. 

Put  in  the  stroke  with  a  sweeping  motion,  removing  it  from 
the  work  while  in  motion,  halting  at  no  particular  part  of  it. 
Practice  this  until  you  are  able  to  make  a  clean  line  in  any 
direction. 

Most  of  the  trouble  experienced  by  beginners,  is  due  to  some 
carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  worker.  Any  undue  pressure  on 
the  point,  while  hot,  will  cause  it  to  bend  and  break.  The  point 
should  be  treated  with  due  care  at  all  times  as  it  is  very  delicate. 

New  points  are  sometimes  difficult  to  heat  at  first ;  that  is  they 
may  not  retain  the  heat.  It  needs  only  a  little  patience;  by  re- 
heating them  in  the  alcohol  lamp  several  times  in  succession  they 
will  be  found  to  work  properly. 


Due  care  must  be  taken  in  filling  benzine  bottle,  as  on  account 
of  the  inflammability  of  the  vapor  from  the  benzine,  the  bottle 
should  never  be  filled  near  any  artificial  light. 

No.  1.     A  good  quality  of  benzine  is  needed. 

No.  2.  Fresh  benzine  is  to  be  kept  in  open  bottle  for  several 
hours  before  using. 

No.  3.  Fresh  benzine  can  also  be  mixed  with  one  third  part 
of  Petroleum,  instead  of  its  exposure  to  the  air,  as  in  No.  2. 

No.  4.  Benzine,  weakened  by  continual  use,  cau  be  strength- 
ened by  the  addition  of  fresh  benzine. 

No.  5.     Benzine,  too  fresh,  is  worthless. 

The  artist  has  all  the  world  to  choose  from,  so  numerous  are 
the  objects  which  can  be  reproduced  in  pyrography — flowers,  por- 
traits, figures,  fruit,  landscape,  conventional  designs  and  many 
others.  Flowers  and  foliage  may  be  used  with  charming  effect 
on  many  articles. 

Landscape  is  a  branch  of  pyrography  work  in  which  most 
exquisite  and  valuable  results  may  be  obtained.  Anyone  who 
loves  sepia  drawings,  etchings,  or  pen  and  ink  sketches  will  be 
charmed  with  burnt-wood  etching  in  landscape. 

Heads  of  animals  boldly  executed  in  life  size  are  highly 
suitable  for  halls  and  staircases  ;  rough  shaggy  ones  are  especially 
good. 

Portrait  work  is  a  fascinating  branch  of  pyrography,  and  offers 
many  advantages  to  the  student,  who,  not  having  to  trouble 
himself  about  color,  can  produce  a  splendid  likeness  from  a  good 
photograph.

YROGRAPHY: 


Poker  Painting  or  Burnt  Wood  Etching  is  the 
Art  of  Decorating  Wood,  Leather  or  Cardboard 


BY  Burning  the  Design  into  the  Article  to  be  Decorated 


The  origin  of  this  unique  scheme  of  decoration  is  not  as  obscure  as  might  at  first  sight  be 
supposed  :  in  the  days  when  art  and  conviviality  went  hand  in  hand  in  the  Low  Countries,  and 
when  in  England  the  tavern  was  a  club-house,  it  was  the  wont  of  artists  who  gathered  over 
pipe  and  pot  of  a  winter  evening,  to  exercise  their  passing  inspirations  on  the  walls  around 
them,  as  mementos  of  the  festive  occasion.  A  poker  heated  red  in  the  fire-place  was  their  tool. 
With  it  they  sketched  upon  the  wall  the  creations  of  their  fancy,  and  the  subject  suggested  by 
the  discussion  —  a  memory  of  a  scene  of  nature,  an  idea  of  a  new  style  of  ornament,  and  often 
portraits  of  each  other. 

PjTography  is  now  executed  by  using  a  Platinum  Point.  Platinum  being  a  perfect  metal,  on 
which  no  single  acid  has  any  effect,  is  the  only  metal  suitable  for  the  pyrographic  point,  as  it 
has  the  peculiar  property  of  absorbing  the  benzoline  gas  used  for  heating,  and  of  feeding  upon 
the  vapor  forced  to  the  point  by  the  rubber  bellows.  The  interior  arrangement  of  the  point 
consists  of  a  small  platinum  sheath,  partially  inclosing  a  fine  coiled  platinum  wire,  which,  ex- 
tending some  waj'  beyond  it,  is  again  enclosed  by  the  outer  and  larger  sheath  of  the  same 
metal.  This  is  the  "  point"  from  which  the  heat  is  conveyed  direct  to  the  wood.  The  process 
may  be  applied  not  only  to  pictorial  effects  on  wood ,  but  to  the  ornamentation  of  leather,  fur- 
niture, picture  frames,  screens,  toilet  articles,  the  covers  of  books,  and  many  other  things 
which  will  suggest  themselves  with  practice  and  experiment.  The  owner  of  a  country  house 
in  England  has  had  the  "  Legend  of  Sleepy  Hollow  "  done  in  pyrography  on  the  woodwork  of  a 
fire-place,  the  rich  sepia  tints  lending  themselves  beautifully  to  the  poetic  work.  The  panels  of  doors  may  be  adorned  with 
cupids  and  flowers,  or  any  fancy  design,  the  purity  and  delicacy  of  outline  giving  a  charming  appearance.  Tables,  chairs 
and  screens  are  suitable  for  the  exercise  of  taste  and  skill.  Teaching,  aside  from  practice,  is  of  no  avail  in  this  simple  art. 
Purchase  the  necessarj'  outfit  and  with  suggestions  go  to  work  ;  no  more  is  needed  as  it  depends  on  the  .student.
